I enclose a letter from Shri N.Dutt-Mazumdar . 

2. Some days ago, I had a talk with B.R.Sen on 
this subject. As a result of this, I wrote to Dr.B.C. 
Roy suggesting that we might send a team of three 
persons to Japan to enquire into the circumstances 

of Shri Subhas Chandra Bose 's death. I had a talk 
with Dr. Roy this evening. He agreed that this would 
be a good idea. 

3. I think that a team of three should consist 
of (1) a representative of the Bose family, (2) a 
representative of the old I.N.A. and (3) a Government 
official. 


4. Shri B.R.Sen himself suggested some such team. 

A suitable representative of the Bose family would be 
Shri Ainiya Bose son of the late Shri Sarat Chandra 
Bose. An INA representative might be Shri Shah Nawaz 
Khan, Parliamentary Secretary. As for the Government 
representative, we might perhaps choose someone from 
Bengal, though that is not necessary. 

5. If Shri B.R.Sen is still here, you might discuss 
this with him, or, else, you might write to him in 
Calcutta. I gather that Amiya Bose is perfectly willing 
to go. He has suggested that we might consult Shri 
Subhas Chandra Bos 's wife in Vienna, but I do not think 
it necessary. 

6. The next step we should take is to approach the 
Japanese Government informally and put it to them that, 
in view of a great deal of misapprehension here and 
some mystery surrounding Shri Subhas Bose 's death, 

we consider it desirable to have an enquiry into the 
circumstances. Naturally, we can only do this with 
the approval and assistance of the Japanese Government. 
If they are agreeable to this, then we shall send a 
small deputation for the purposes of this enquiry, 
we hope that the Japanese Government will be good enough 
to give them full assistance in this matter. 

7. The purpose of the enquiry will be to find the 
circumstances of the death and how far the ashes kept 
in a temple in Tokyo are Shri Subhas Bose's ashes. 

8. The aeroplane accident leading to Shri Subhas 
Bose's death took place in Formosa. This raises a 
difficulty as it will be difficult for any of our men 
to go to Formosa and, if they did go there, they will 
be unable to do anything or get any help from the 
Formosan Government. As a matter of fact, I do not 
think that much can be done by a visit to Formosa. 

Such eye-witnesses or others who might know about that 
accident must be Japanese. These Japanese are obviously 
no longer in Formosa. If they have to be contacted, 

it will have to be in Japan itself. Therefore, a visit 
to Formosa appears not only difficult but unnecessary. 

9. After discussing this matter with Shri B.R.Sen 
and sending through him a communication to the Japanese 
Government, you might inform Dr. B.C.Roy what steps 

we are taking. You might also request him to ask 
Shri Amiya Bose if, in the event of an enquiry team 
going to Japan, he would be willing to be a member of it.

I met Shri B.R. Sen, our Ambassador in Tokyo, 
in Calcutta this evening. I asked Mm to inform the 
Japanese Government informally that, in view of the 
great interest in India in regard to the circumstances 
of the death of Shri Subha s Chandra Bose and in his 
ashes, it would be desirable to have some kind of an 
investigation in this matter so as to remove any doubts 
from people's minds about these circumstances. It is 
obvious that no such enquiry can take place without the 
consent, approval and cooperation of the Japanese 
Government. If they are agreeable, as we hope they 
will be, then we propose to send a team of three persons 
who will place themselves at the disposal of the 
Japanese Government and conduct an enquiry in Japan 
in cooperation with the Japanese Government. This is 
all that need he said to the Japanese Government at 
this stage, and we should await their reply. 

2. It is our intention to request Shri Amiya Bose, 
son of Shri Sarat Chandra Bose, and Shri Shah Nawaz 
Khan, Parliamentary Secretary and previously of the 
I.N.A. , to be two members of this team. The third 
should be an official either from the Government of 
India or the West Bengal Government. 

3. The enquiry should be carried out without too 
much fuss or publicity. It should be largely confined 
to the circumstances of the death and as to whether the 
ashes at present in a Japanese temple are Shri Subhas 
Chandra Bo set ashes. 

4. It is possible that questions might arise 
about the so-called treasure of Shri Subhas Chandra 
Bose. Some of the Indian merchants in Japan have 
raised this question from time to time. I do not 
think we should mix up this matter with the other 
enquiry. Indeed, it is very difficult to enquire into 
this treasure, and the only people who can perhaps throw 
some light are the Japanese or some of the close 
associates of Shri Subhas Chandra Bose. I had some 
kind of an enquiry made in Malaya some years ago. We 
recovered some gold. It seemed to me then that all 

the moneys with the India League had vanished because 
they were in Japanese currency which had no value left. 

5. It is possible that some treasure was with 
Shri Subhas Chandra Bose when he died. Some small 
bit of it was seat to us. It consists of burnt pieces 
of jewellery etc. Their value is not great. I think 
these pieces etc. are with the External Affairs Ministry. 
I doubt very much if there is the slightest hope of 

our tracing any other treasure. In any event, the 
team we send should not go into that matter. If any 
facts come to our notice and the Japanese Government 
helps, we might take this up later. 

6. I told Shri B.R. Sen that if and when this team 
goes to Japan, our Embassy should help them in every 
way and should not keep aloof. Indeed, they: should 
realise that this is an enquiry sponsored by Government.

J.S. will remember that in connection with our 
Cabinet note on the Netaji Subhash Chander Bose Enquiry 
Committee some doubt was expressed by the Cabinet 
Secretariat whether Shri Suresh Chander Bose has accepted 
the invitation to serve on the Committee. I conveyed 
the doubt to Major-General Shah Nawaz Khan, who sent me 
a copy of the letter that he had received from Shri 
Suresh Chander Bose, in which Shri Bose had in very 
definite language agreed to serve on the Committee. This 
letter was passed on to the Cabinet Secretariat and 
was also shown to the Prime Minister. 

Gen. Shah Nawaz Khan now wants us to write a 
formal letter to Shri Suresh Chander Bose and obtain his 
formal reply. 

The formality of inviting Shri Suresh Chander 
Bose to serve on the Committee was not gone through 
because of a certain misunderstanding. On 20th October 
P.M. recorded a note in which he said he had spoken to 
Dr. B.C. Roy about Shri Suresh Chander Bose, wi ao had 
promised to speak to Shri Bose and enquire from him if 
he was willing to join the Committee. We do not know if 
Dr. B.C. Roy conveyed Shri Bose’s acceptance to P.M. 
orally. 

On 23rd November, F.S. wrote to Dr. Roy a 
letter in which he said that he presumed that Shri Bose 
was agreeable to working on the Committee. There is no 
reply on the file from Dr. Roy to F.S., but apparently 
F.S. had a talk with Dr. Roy about this matter.

Major-General Shah Nawaz has returned, from a 
visit to Calcutta and I had a talk with him this morning. 

During his stay in Calcutta, Maj.Gen. Shah Nawaz 
tried to consult his two other colleagues on the proposed 
Committee about its programme of work and the terms of 
reference for it which he should suggest to Government. 
Shri Suresh Chander Bose was not available, but Gen. Shah 
Nawaz was able to consult Shri Mitra, Home Secretary 
of the West Bengal Government, who is going to be the 
third member of the Committee. 

It appears Shri Mitra is taking over a new post 
| in the first week of February and will not be able to get 
away from his work during February. Shri Suresh Chander 
is in a weak state of health and it would not be advisable 
for him to visit Japan in Winter. Shri Shah Nawaz himself

is planning a visit to Pakistan in February to see his 
relations after which he will be taken up with the 
Railway budget debate in Parliament. In view of all 
these considerations, Gen. Shah Nawaz thinks the middle 
of March would be a suitable time for the Committee to 
start its work. I have asked him to mention this to 
P.M. who appears to be anxious that the Committee 
should start its work soon. 

Regarding terms of reference, Gen. Shah Nawaz in

when he made the following suggestions : - 


) The only non-official member of the committee is 
Shri Surefeh Chandra Bose. Shri Bose’s financial 
condition is not very good and, therefore, when 
the terms of the committee are drawn up, besides 
the normal daily allowance at the places of halt 
he should be given a lumpsum honorarium.

F.S. has agreed that at some stage 
which he would indicate we should give notice to the Pakistan 
High Commissioner of our intention to invite Mr.Habibur Rahman 
to appear before the committee. life will have to write to the 
other witnesses also as soon as the meeting of the committee 
is fixed. 

(iii) Since we submitted the note to the Cabinet on the Bose 
Enquiry Committee certain other decisions v/ith financial 
implications have been taken. It has been agreed by F.S. 
that Shri Shah Nawaz should take his P.A. -cum -Stenographer 
on his journeys abroad and that financial provision should 
be made for the travelling and daily allowances of witnesses 
who will be appearing before the committee in India. There 
is a further proposal about giving an honorarium to Shri 
Suresh Chandra Bose. F.S. has written to the Chief Secretary 
of VJest ' Bengal Government and as soon as we have the Chief 
Secretary* s reply we will be able to decide whether an / 

honorarium should be given to Shri Suresh Chandra Bose. 

There is also the question of giving Shri Shah Nawaz an 
additional allowance which would compensate for the loss of 
his daily allowance as Member of Parliament. 

( iv) Except the question of the honorarium for Shri Suresh . 
Chandra Bose I have noted the other decisions regarding the 
financial implications in F.E.A. Section file and asked 
. u * ( FEA } to prepare a revised draft of financial sanction 
nd submit to Finance Ministry for approval. 
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(v) I have shown all the material in the files of the 
Section regarding the circumstances of Netaji Bose f s alleged 
death to Shri Shah Nawaz but I have not shown the N.G.O. files 
to him yet. In fact, there is very little in the N.G.O. files 
about the circumstances of the death. There is more about 
the I.N.A. Treasure. At some stage S.O.F.*. may ask J.S.(~)'s 
opinion whether these files also should be shown to members 

of the committee.

(vi) There was a long memorandum received from the Japanese 
about the circumstances of Netaji’ s death. This I have shown 
to General Shah Nawaz and Deputy Minister. F.S. has directed 
that it should oe shown to all the members of the Bose enquiry L

The ashes have been at the Renkoji Temple for a long time and 
the priest of the temple has suggested to us more than once that the 
ashes should be removed to India.

the following letter s 

"I am the priest of Renkoji, Buddhist temple 
in the suburbs of Tokyo City. I have the honour to 
send this letter to you, guided by the soul of the late 
Sbath Chandra Bose ji. I have been keeping the a-shes 
of Netaji safely, and praying for the repose of his 
soul since September 18 in 1946. Eight years have 
already passed since that time. Japan was under 
Occupation eight years ago, during which Japanese 
people were living their stormy life in social 
confusion. Therefore, apprehensive of consequences, 
none would accept Netaj-i's ashes to keep it safely, 

"I, a stranger to the late Netaji, was asked 
to keep the ashes by people who were strangers to me 
including Indians of whom I have never heard since 
that time. I thought anyone's soul should be warmly 
worshipped under whatever circumstances. According 
' to such belief as a religionist who serve the spiritual 
world, I have secretly been guarding Netaji' s 
ashes at the risk of my life. I have been so watchful 
that even small noises at midnight startle me. 

"In June 1951, Ex-Indian Ambassador to Japan, 
His Excellency, K.K. Chettur, invited me to his 
official residence. And I was officially asked to 
keep the ashes by him, as the representative of the 
Indian Government. The witness was Mr. Tamura, Chief 
of the Ceremony Section of the Foreign Office of Japan. 
So my responsibility and duties for keeping the 
ashes have become more important. 

"Frankly speaking, I must inform you that, 
in spite of many inconveniences and trouble I 
underwent in keeping the ashes, I have never received 
any help privately and officially. But I believe 
I can keep up Netqji's soul perfectly by recognizing 
the importance of duties assigned me and with my 
strong belief qs a religionist. 

not 

"Now Japan is/under Occupation. The peaceful 
relations between Japan and India have been 
reestablished. So, it is meaningless and pity for 
the late Netaji that his ashes should be kept 
in a temple of a foreign country, lonely and secretly, 
after all his vain efforts to bring about the 
independence of India and happiness of Asia. I think 
now is the time when such a significant plan as 
vivifies the historical achievements and sacred 
spirit of Netaji eternally for both Asia and mankind 
should be adopted. 

"During the latest equinox week, I dreamed 
a strange dream of Netaji two nights on end. The 
dream was enough to make me lose the peace of my 
mind as a religionist. 
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"Such Is the background of my 
taking the liberty of expressing my personal 
view in this letter, which I write as a 
religionist and a prient who is charged with such 
an important responsibility by the Indian 
Government. 


"I should be much obliged if you would 
kindly understand me, and send me, directly if 
possible, any suggestions you may have 
as to the disposal of the late Netaji's ashes." 

2. The Indian Embassy in Tbkyo was asked 

to thank the Priest endalso to help him in any 

way the Ambassador thought proper including 

financially. The Embassy thanked the Priest 

and told him that at the proper time the ashes 

would be taken to India. They also offered 

him financial assistance fhich the Priest 
► » • * 
declined to accept saying that he had kept 

the ashes voluntarily because f Iris high 

regard for Subasli Bnbu, which made it

impossible for him to recent any money.

the genuineness of the ashes so that the 
Indian visitors who had been behaving 
with disrespect would stop doing so, lie 
also wanted a receptacle for keeping the 
ashes. The Embassy added that the Priest 
had genuine regard for Subash Babuand 
this i#' derived ' from his sincere, though 
metaphysical and ill-founded, bel ief, that 
Japan's Asian venture, if successful, 
would have been the fulfilment of a noble 
and humanitarian purpose. However, the 
Indian Ambassador in Tokyo came to Delhi soon 


after this and suggested that no action 
^ju^^be taken about the casket etc, as he 
ould try to collect funds in Burma and take 
the casket from there.

our Amb nssador in Tokyo wrote 



"The Priest of the Kenkoji temple is anxious 
for a recognition of his own status as the 
keeper of the ashes. Opinion of Indians here 
is divided. -Iny recognition, therefore, would he 
a source of controversy. I t would not so much 
matter about the Indians locally, but the 
opinion in Bengal refuses to accept the 
fact of Netaji's death amt, therefore, of the 
genuineness of the ashes. I would, therefore, 
suggest that so long as we can, we should try 
and keep things as they are until opinion in 
Bengal changes to accept the fact of his 
d e alh . " 


3. In July 1955, the Embassy a sited for Ministry's 

instructions as to hether they could participate in 

a memorial service for Subash Chandra Bose being 

organised by the Priest of Uenkoji Temple. The 

Ministry's reply was : "Prime -Minister stated in 

Parliament two years ago that, in the circumstances, 

we had to accept the fact of death. Therefore, there 

is no difficulty in our taking up this position 

publicly." In Augus t- Sept ember 1955, there was some 

controversy over the memorial service. In this connection 

the following extract from the telegram from our Embassy 

in Tokyo explains the position : 

"Briefly a second service was held by Uenkoji 
Temple authorities on 18th September. Japanese 
Government having erroneously decided against 
representation at 18th August service changed 
their previous*stand bbout attendance at a 
private memorial service in Temple and attended 
this second service. Japanese Foreign Office 
was warned clearly that t- is behaviour of the 
Temple authorities in holding a second service 
would arouse controversy particularly if 
Japanese government were represented in any manner 
specially in face of their abstention from the 
correct* memorial service on 18th August, 

We suspect Japanese arS somehow anxious for 
transfer of ashes and have therefore encouraged 
controversial publicity now. Our stand* is that 
having attended the correct 10th anniversary 
Memorial Service on 18th August we should not 
be pressed* into attend^ another service so 
soon thereafter otherwise Japanese may hold a 
service every month as they have hinted they 
well might just to accentuate controversy 
and show that India is defaulting in taking 
over the ashes. So far as the Temple 
authorities are concerned they seem to be 
looking forward to some monetary reward from 
us for keeping the ashes. Would request your 
clear instructions after you have seen our 
detailed report mentioned above,"

There w. s some controversy in the Parliament 
abo\it this Memorial Service, in the course of 
which $he Ktirae Minister stated that the "Government 
Kavfe felt that in this matter (question of 
bringing Netaji' s ashes to India) no steps 
should he taken without the approval of the 
family of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose." 

After this, "The Netaji Enquiry Committee" 
headed by Shaw Nawaj Khan wns constituted. 

In Augtist 10 “6 this Committee submitted 
its Report. It had come to the conclusion 
that Netaji met his death on 18th August 
1945 in a plane crash at Taihoku in Formosa. 

Two days later on the 20th, his body was 
cremated and the ashes kept temporarily in 
Honganji temple in that City. On 
7th September 1945, they were flown to Tokyo 
and have since been lying in the Renkoji 
temple. The Report recommended that 
Netaji 's ashes, which had been in Tokyo for 
11 years, should be brought to India in a 
befitting manner and interbed with a 
suitable monument offer them. The Govt, of 
India, however, were of the view that in 
deciding this question, regard had to be paid J 
to the feelings of the members of his family. 

It would be most unfortunate if a controversy 
arose over what should be vfo sacred ceremonies, 
and, therefore , it was best to leave the question 
of bringing over the ashes to India for future 
consideration. 
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In July 1957, the Priest ol' itenkoji Temple 
again wrote to the Prime Minister asking whether th’e 
Government of India would now, in view of the Enquiry 
Committee report, like to consider the question of 
bringing the ashes back. The Embassy in Tbkyo was 
requested to suitably inform the Priest that the contro- 
versy in regard to th e death had not yet ended, at least 
so far as some members of Netaji's family were^onc erned 
and that, in view' of this, no attempt should be made 
to bring the ashes back to India. The present arrangements 


should continue. In November 1957, the Priest again 


wrote to the Prime Minister saying :

"On November 8, I received a letter from His 
Excellency Amb&sador Jhmr, telling that you 
had asked me to agree to preserving Netaji's 
ashes safely further hereafter. Of course, 

I agree with you of this matter. Hut I feel 
Netaji's sbul is anxious to return to his 
fatherland as soon as possible." 

In November 1958 , the Embassy reported as 


"Last month , I went to see Mr. Miyake, Depu ty 
Director of the Asian affairs Bureau in the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. He asked me when the. 
Government of India proposed to remove Shri 
Bose's ashes. He explained that this was a 
persoal enquiry as the priest had been feeling 
uncomfortable about the continued presence of 
the ashes in the temple. According to Mr. 

Miyake, it is not the custom in Japan for ashes 
to be kept continuously in temples. They are 
normally retained for a short period and then 
transferred to the family grave or shrine. 
Moreover, the priest also feels that he is getting 
old and that ht should not leave the ashes 
to others after his death. I explained to Mr. 
Miyake that there had been no request from 
either Mr. Bose's family in Austria or his 
relatives in India and we may be emhar’kssed 
by having these ashes in India since, among 
Hindus, the ashes are cast into a river or 
otherwise scattered, Mr. Miyake said that, 

. in any case, it would be more appropriate 

for the ashes to be disposed of in India 
than retained indefinitely in Japan.

Oa the agenda paper of the Lok Sab ha 
today there was a re so la t Ion recommending to 
Government to sake appropriate arrangements to 
fetch Subhas Bose's ashes fron Tokyo and pat ap 
a nenorlal to him In front of the Red Port in 
Delhi. This resolution was not reached. It may, 
however, come np some time later In the Session.

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The question of the disposal of the ashes 
of Netaji now kept in Tokyo temple is a very complicated 
one. As far as the Government is concerned, they have 
accepted the findings of the Shaw Nawaj *vhan Committee 
and have no difficulty in treating the ashes as those 
of Netaji. Tt is, however, a different matter for 
the family of Netaji who still believe.* that he is 
alive. I, therefore, doubt very much whether the 
family will accept the idea of the ashes being kept 
in the Netaji Museum in Calcutta. Of course, other

articles belonging to Netaji are exhibited in this 
museum but they are different because they are not 
intended to show that he is no more. Far from agreeing 
to the ashes being brought to India and exhibited in 
the museum, the relatives^ family as well as politik&w/^ 
might raise an agitation against the Government for 
trying to assert that Nptaji is dead.

2. As long as there are some people who genuinely be- 
lieve that these ashes are not those of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose, it would be improper and inadvisable for 
us to take charge of them. At the same time, the fact 
that the -lankoji Temple and this particular priest have 
so devotedly looked after the Urn containing the ashes 
and Netaji' s other belongings for all these years 
shows their great affection and loyalty towards our 
country and the memory of a great national hero. Such 
devotion deserves some recognition from us. without in 
any way committing ourselves to the identity of the 
ashes, we could recompense the w riest and the Temple 

by some annual grant which would not be for the custody 
of these ashes but as a reward for their long-standing 
loyalty to India. This, while formally the purpose of 
the grant would be in recognition of their services to 
our country, it would, in fact, serve as some sort of 
compensation for the trouble they are taking in looking 
after the Urn containing the ashes. A payment for the 
custody of the Urn itself would be open to many object- 
ions but by thus expressing our gratitude in tangible 
terns, we would earn the appreciation of the Priest and 
the Temple and would also ensure that the Urn and 
other Indian property now lying in the Temple would be 
properly looked after. 

3. An annual payment of Rs. 5,000 seems to be suffi- 
cient for this purpose, could, in the first instance, 

sanction it as a grant for 1967 and get it renewed every 
year. 


4. In view of the political importance of the subject, 
we hope there would be no difficulty in finding the funds 
for this purpose. It would be*most unhappy development 
if, due to some default on the part of these custodians 
of the Urn or the Temple authorities, some damage is 
done to this Urn or its contents and it is later on 
confirmed that the ashes are those of Netaji Bose. This 
annual expenditure will not be too much to pay in order 
to ensure their safety. Even if it finally transpires 
that the ashes are not genuine, still this amount would, 
in no way, be an excessive compensation for the Priest's 
general friendliness towards India as shown in the devo- 
tion with which he has looked after the Urn and other 
property of Netaji. However, we do not know which 
Ministry would be able to provide funds for such a pur- 
pose. The Ministry of Educat ion, Cultural Department, 
might have some funds for the encouragement of friendship 
of India with other countries through culturajfoedia, • 
either directly or through the Indian Council for Cultural 
Relations. Since such a gesture would def initely be conducive 
towards promoting Indo-Japanese friendship, we could re- 
quest that Ministry to let us know whether they could 
spare some funds for this purpose.

It is, indeed, difficult for me to express any firm 
view in regard to the incidence of expenditure on an 
extremely delicate purpose. If' It were a question of 
making payment for custody of "the ashes", it would, 
perhaps, have been in order to suggest that the Ministry 
of Education should meet the expenditure. But, the ashes 
having not been pronounced genuine, one has to find Justi- 
fication for incurring the expenditure on their safe 
retention abroad. It is not clear from what s<9urce the 
expenditure was incurred on the Netaji Enquiry Committee 
in 1956. In any case, if the purpose of the expenditure 
is not to be disclosed - which, I presume, is the 
intention -, it can be met only from Discretionary Grants 
of this Ministry. We have no funds for this in our budget 
for the current year, nor have any steps been taken to 
make provision for this in the budget estimates for the 
next financial year. If the intention is to start the 
first instalment of Rs.5,000/- from the ftext financial year, 
we should make a specific provision in the budget for this 
purpose. I suggest that the concurrence of the Ministry 
of Finance may be taken to including the necessary provision 
under the Discretionary Grant allotted to this Ministry 
I for being expended through the Missions.

We Jiave made a provision oi Rs.5000/-* in 
current year's Budget for payment to the priest of 
Renkoji Temple in Tokyo for looking after the ashes of 
late subash Chander Bose. The last payment was made to 
the Priest in Feb.'bb. As discussed with Dir. (E.A. ) 
the sanction for payment of this amount for this year 
may be submitted for approval to the Foreign Secretary. 
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Secretary (E) recoranended the grant of a sum of 
Rs. 5,000/- as Discretionary Grant for our Ambassador 
in Tokyo for making effective use of our press relations 
in Japan, as no Discretionary Grant had earlier been 
placed at the disposal of the Ambassador. Accordingly 
a sum of Rs. 5,000/- was sanctioned in our letter of 
16.1.1971. The Mission has however enquired whether 
this amount is meant for making the usual payment of 
Rs. 5,000/- to the Chief Priest, Renkoji Temple, Tokyo, 
where Netaji Subash Chander Bose's ashes are kept.

3. tfhen this decision was taken in 1967, the view

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2. We have gone through our papers on this subject and examined 
the case thoroughly. Let me say straightaway that we feel very 
strongly that the payment of Rs. 5,000.- per year should, continue til], 
such time as we are in a position to take the ashes back. While theYe 
is no commitment on our part in this regard, there 13 a moral 
obligation to compensate the old and sick priest of the Temple for 
looking after the ashes of Netaji with care and devotion. 

3. In reply to your queries, there has been no reaction so far 
from the priest to the stoppage of payments in 1972-73* However, you 
must remember that the priest is almost 90 years old and in very poor 
health. This could, perhaps, explain his lack of • reaction. There 

is no guarantee that his successor would also not react if the payments 
were to be stopped permanently. 

4. I would like to bring to your attention that this embassy ha3 

in the past also stron 6 ly felt that these payments should continue 
till such time as the ashes can be taken back. These were the viewB 
of Ambassadors Tyabji and Banerji. ■*.* refer you to our letters 
Mo.32l-F5/67 dated 3rd April, 1967 and No.93-CP/63 dated 13th Feomary, 
196S. 1 might also mention that when in February 1963 the then 

Counsellor, Shri Ajmani, discussed the matter with the Gaimusho, it 
was suggested to him that the Embassy should take greater interest 

in ensuring proper care and custody of the ashes. I would also draw 
your attention to the thai Secretary' I’s secret telegram No. 24719 of 
August 8,1963, in which he had clearly' stated "We shall, of course, 
continue to pay Rupees 5000 per annum for the upkeep of lietaji's ashes 
to the Head Priest of Renkoji Temple. This matter had been explained 
to the Japanese Government through their Embassy and they seam to 
appreciate our difficulties and are satisfied vdth the arrangements 
made". We would, therefore, very strongly urge that the sanctions for 
the financial years 1972-73 and 1973-74 be issued without any further 
delay. You will appreciate that if the Japanese Government get to know 
that the payments have not been made and if this information is leaked 
it could cause acute embarrassment. 
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5* As regards para. 5(c) of your letter, I might mention that 

when our First Secretary, Shri Menon, called on the Foreign Office 
in connection with the ashes of the late Shri Haahb ehari Bose, he 
was pointedly asked as to when we propose to take back the ashes 
of Netaji, although the official in the Foreign Office appreciated 
our difficulties in this regard. It would seem to be clear from this 
and from previous correspondence that as far as the Japanese are 
concerned, they would like us to take the ashes back. You will 
appreciate that it is hardly/ possible for us to advise you on the 
political implications at the present juncture in India. This would 
have to be examined by the Ministry of Home Affairs in the light of 

the findings of the Khosla Commission. All we can say from here is 

that the sooner a decision is taken in this regard the better.

¥t the time this decision wa» taken, the view was 
expressed t.-at even though the Government of India 
had officially accepted the report of the findings 
of the Shah 5a was Shan Enquiry Commit t ea on Setaji 
that Setaji was hilled iu an air accident In Sept. 

1945, the idea of officially accepting the ashes 

or bringing taem over to India may not be acceptable 
to the family of fletajl and other political groups 
who have maintained that Botaji is not dead. 

3. In order to avoid political -na other 

c oiliest Ions, it was, therefore, decided in 1967 
that the Renkoji Priest would be paid a sum of 
&.5000 per annum for some years, ostensibly for the 
renovation and preservation of the temple. Shrller 
the t ample authorities had bean, for quite some time, 
pressing for the custody of 'da a ashes being taken 
over by the Government of India. But while deciding 
on this annual payment of -a. 5000 to the temple priest 
the Impress ion sought to be conveyed by us was that 
tais payment was not to be directly linked with the 
priest agreeing to retain the custody of the ashes, bat 
to be given iu consideration of the temple authorities* 
loyalties' towards India and lietaji for a number of years. 
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Our Mission In Tokyo subsequently reported that the Temple 
Pri«3t wa 3 3greaable to this sort c f arrangement and that 
he would also not be pressing for the ashes to be taken over 
by us till such time as we were ready to take over the same. 

4. Considering all this, it was, therefore, decided 
to initially sanction this annual payment of Rs.5000 for a 
period of three years only, so that no long-term comnitmant 
was involved on our part. It was obviously the intention 
of the Ministry at that stage to review this question an 
a4 year to year basis, instead of making it an arrangement 
Tor an indefinite period. After the expiry of this three 
year period, a fresh sanction was issued again for the year 
1971-72. 

o. Vinod Khanna in his letter under Reference mentioned 
above, had requestad for the Ministry's financial sanction 
in respect of this paymerit for the years 1972-73 and 1973-74, 
% way of reviewing this position at this stage, instead of 
going on making th 4 se payments, I would like to make a few 
queries and request for your views and comments. The 
queries would be as follows *- 

(a) Since no such payment was made to the Temple 
Priest in 1972-73, what was the reaction, if 
any, to this disruption cf paymait? 

(b) In case these payments V4re stopped, what are 
the chances of the Temple Priest reviving his 
earlier stand that we should take over these 
ashes? 

(c) Presuming that these payments are stopped and 
that the Temple Priest starts insisting that we 
take over the custody of these ashes, what 
would be tiie views of our Mission in Tokyo 
keeping in view the political and other impli- 
cations?

Please refer to the correspondence resting with 
Ministry's letter No.F.Q(BF.l)753(l)/67, dated the 24th 
February, 1968, regarding the ad hoc grant of fis. 5,000/- 
( Rupees five thousand only) to Rev. Mochizuki of Renkoji 
Temple, Tokyo, in recognition of his services for the care 
and custody of the Ashes of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 

2. 1 called on Rev. Mochizuki at the Renkoji Temple 

on the 19th. Whilst accepting the donation with gratitude, 

Rev. Mochizuki expressed a wish that the Government would find 
it possible before long to relieve him of his heavy care and 
responsibility in regard to the ashes. As he is not altogether 
unaware of the difficulties which have so far prevented the 
Government from taking back the ashes to India, Rev. Mochizuki 
stated that he would be prepared to carry out this responsibility, 
if necessary, during his life time. (As you know, Rev. Mochizuki 
is an old man and he is not certain whether his son will 
succeed him as Chief Priest of the Temple or whether he could 
undertake the responsibility of the ashes satisfactorily). 


3. So long as Rev. Mochizuki is there, we can be 

reasonably certain that the ashes will be looked after properly, 
provided that an annual ad hoc grant of Rs.5,000/- continues 
to be paid to him.

My dear , 

Thank you for your letter No.F.25/4/NG0.Vol.lI, dated 
the 30th January) 1968, regarding the care and custody of Netaji 
Subhash Chandra Bose's ashes. 

2. As you know, a payment of £240,000/- (Us. 5, 000/-) was 
made to Rev. Mochizuki of Renkoji Temple, Tokyo - for the first 
time - on 27th March, 1967. It was made clear to him that the 
subsidy was being made not for the care and custody of the ashes 
but rather for the benefit of the Temple. Care was taken not 

to give Rev. Mochizuki an impression that the subsidy would be 
continued annually until such time as we accepted Netaji' s ashes 
back in India, but, despite the delicacy of phrasing, we may be 
certain that he would expect the grant to be continued annually. 

3. The Ministry indicated in April, 1967 (vide their letter 
No . 1767/ DSE A , dated the 9th April, 1967) that if the Embassy felt 
that an annual grant was necessary, there would be no difficulty 
in getting sanction in view of the unusual political significance 
of the subject. Ambassador Tyabji had recommended that we must 
continue to compensate the Temple by making payment of ¥240,000/- 
annually until such time as we accepted Netaji' s ashes back in 
India. 

4. As members of Netaji's family remain unreconciled to 
the findings of the dhah Nawaz Commission and as moves are being 
made in Parliament for sending another commission to investigate 
the death of Netaji, it is hardly possible to consider the questic 
of taking the ashes back to India at present. The only course laf 
open is to renew the subsidy to the Temple to ensure proper care 
and custody of Netaji's ashes. 

5. Meanwhile, Foreign Office here have also approached us 
for clarification of our position with regard to the custody and 
care of the ashes pending their return to India. ^Rev. Mochizuki 
has clearly apprised the Gaimusho and others of the position. 

There need.be no hesitation in acknowledging to the Gaimusho' that 
we are showing due appreciation to. the Temple by way of monetary

compensation for its cooperation. 

6. Ambassador is strongly of the view that the annual 

ad hoc grant should be continued until such time as ttie ashes 
can be received back in India. Accordiiigly, I would request 
that sanction may kindly be issued for payment of Rs.5,000/- 
(¥240,000/-) to be made to Kev. Mochizuki in March no ~t for 
this year also, out of the discretionary grant.

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During the recent Indo-Japanese Officials Consultative 
Meeting, Mr Shunji Kobayashl Informally mentioned to me 
at dinner that they had received a request from the persons 
concerned that the custody of Netajl's as es might now 
be brought to India. I explained the position to him and 
pointed out t .at the matter was a little delicate as some 
people. Including some members of Netajl’s family, had 
as yet not accepted that Netaj i had in fact died. 
Consequently, if Government were to bring these ashes back, 
it would raise an unfortunate controversy. 1 told him 
that this was a matter which time itself will resolve. 
Perhaps, in a few years, even these people will inevitably 
have to accept that Netaj i had died and we would then have 
no difficulty in bringing back the ashes in a befitting 
and appropriate manner. 

2. He saw my point and said that the difficulty was 
that the Head Priest of the temple was a very old man and 
recently another prominent member of the society, who was 
looking after these ashes, had died. Therefore, these 
people were keen to pass the responsibility for the 
maintenance and up-keep <t these ashes to the Government of 
India* I informed him that my impression was that we had 
taken up this matter with the authorities of Renkojl t«*mnle 
last year and that they had worked out suitable oaretaklng 
arrangements in consultations with the Indian Embassy. 

Mr. Kobayashl was not ware of these arrangements. This 
information came to him as something of a surprise. He 
specifically enquired from me whether we were making any 
payment etc. for looking after the ashes. I deliberately 
remained vague and told him that Z was not sure what the 
details were but that a satisfactory arrangement had been 
worked out T promised to him that I would write to our 
Embassy to get in touch with the temple authorities mid 
see what can be done for tie continued care of Netajl's 
ashes until we are able to bring them back to India. 

3. Next day, Mr. Kobayashl told me that he had written 
back to his Foreign Office in terms of our conversation but 
on the third day he along with the new Japanese Counsellor, 
Mr. S. Omori again brought up this subject. They told me

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that their Embassy had reoeived a telegram from their 
Foreign Minister who had been approached by the Vice- 
President of the Indo-Japanese Association. Re did 
mention the name but I am afraid I could not get it. 

(It sounded like Kakow) . Their Counsellor emphasised 
that in view of the fact that the Japanese Foreign 
Minister was taking an interest, they would appreciate 
if we would give this matter our earnest consideration. 
I informed him that we would write to our Embassy as 
soon as possible and will look into this matter fully. 

4. I mentioned this subject to Ambassador Banerji 
while he was here. Evidently he was not aware of the 
correspondence resting with Dixit's letter No.349-FS/67 
dated the 17th April, 1967 The Ambassador told me 
that he had also been approached by Gen. Fuji War a and 
some others in the matter. The Ambassador suggested 
that the action might be taken on this matter on his 
return to Tokyo. We should be grateful if you kindly 
look into this matter and advise us on the position.

2. I have made inquiries about the tentative proposal 
contained in paragraph 3 of your letter, unaer reference. 

Rev. Mochizuki, the Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, who has 
Netaji's ashes in his custody, is agreeable to receive a grant of 
Rs.5,000/- per annum in the form which we suggest. His general 
reaction was that it would serve the purpose of maintaining the 
temple, the buildings of which are also decaying. We did not 
mention^#' the specific figure of Rs.5,000/- to the priest. We 
mentioned a grant of between ¥200,000 and ¥250,000 
(Rs.5,000/- is equal to ¥240,000). 

3. It, therefore, seems desirable now to process the case 
further. I would be grateful if you could obtain the approval for 
such a grant from the Ministry of Finance and inform us in due 
course. We agree that this grant would temporarily solve the 
problem wnich I raised in my letter of even number, dated the 26th 
September, 1966.

My dear Dixit, 

Please refer to your letter No. l(33)S$/64 dated 
September 26, 1966 regarding the ashes of the late Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose. 

2. ’ ,r e have carefully considered the suggestion that the 
ashes be taken back to India. As you know, the whole 
question of disposal of these ashes now kept in the Uankoji 
Te pie is a very complicated one. As far as the Government 
is concerned, they have accepted the findings of the Shah 
Nawaz Khan Committee. e, therefore, doubt very much 
whether the faraily will accept the idea of the ashes being 
kept anywhere in India either in the Netaji Museum in Cal- 
cutta itself or elsewhere. Far from agreeing to the ashes 
being brought to India, the family of Netaji Bose as well 
the political groups who have a vested interest in the 
matter might raise an agitation against the Government 

for trying to assert that Netaji is dead. ">e have, there- 
fore, come to the conclusion that it would not be proper 
to try to bring the ashes to India now. 

3. It seems to us therefore that the only thing we can 
do at present is to give some financial assistance to the 
Tokyo Temple. We were thinking in terms of a grant of 
Rs. 5,000 per year which could be handed over in the form 
of a grant to the Temple and the Priest in appreciation 
of their loyalty towards India and Netaji.

Mr. T, Ishlkawa, a resident of Aomori City, accompanied by a 
person, who was introduced to us as a Buddhist monk, called at the 
ISI yesterday and reported that a 1700 -year-old image of Lord Buddhi 
made of emeralds, was soon to be sold by its owner to an American 
multi-millionaire connected with the Rockfellar Foundation for 
US. #30 million. Mr. Ishlkawa himself had neither seen the image 
nor did he know its ovmer. But the monk had seen the image and 
also knew its owner. According to him, the image showed Lord 
Buddha with folded hands, was about a feet high and weighed 14,700 
carots. It was fixed on a 21" sq. piece of wood. 

2. The Buddhist monk further added that the image originally 
belonged to the late Jubhash Chandra Bose, but, after his death, 
came to be acquired by its present owner. He refused to disclose 
as to how the latter came to possess the image or what his name 
and address were. He, however, said that the owner had two houses* 
one in Tokyo and the other in Aomori, and that the image was at 
present lying in Tokyo. 

3. Both Mr. Ishlkawa and the Buddhist monk added that they did 
not like the Idea of an image of Lord Bhd lha going to the USA for 
sake of money. On the other hand, they thought that Prime Minister 
Uehru was anxious that the image should be acquired by the Govt, of 
India, They said that they would be very hapoy to help the Govt, 
of India in acquiring the image if we agreed to pay them 5% of the 
total amount for which the image was going to be sold i.e. #1. 5 
million. They refused to disclose as to how they could accomplish 
such a remarkable Job of getting us an article for 0 1.5 million 
when, according to their own statement, someone else was ready to 
pay 030 million for the sane article, 

4. The matter was reported to the Counsellor. He said that ther< 
were some previous papers also on the subject. A look at the old 
file showed that a story about the treasures of the later Subhash 
Bose was told to ua_in 1^58 also. At that time one Kelso Takei, 

an employee of the r'yoshi Chemical Co. i Ltd., Tokyo, informed us 
that the treasures of the late Bose were deposited in the Mitsui 
Bank by their present holder, a Mr. Tajima. He also added that 
the principal item of treasures was an oriental emerald weighing 
18,400 carots. The matter was reported to the Government of India 
in August 1358, They advised that the best course for us would be 
to take up the matter with the Japanese Government. We could 
transmit to them the information which we had and ask them for 
their advice as to how best the ratter could be handled. We were 
also asked to make it clear to the Japanese Government that the 
Govt, of India had no intention of entering upon any protracted 
civil proceedings in this matter. 

5. The ratter was taken up v/ith Mr. Iwama of the Gaimusho in 
December 1358 by our former First Secretary, Mr. Malik. An extract 
from a note recorded by him after meeting “r. Iwama is reproduced

"He was rather discouraging saying that information we 
had received was not specific, that it would be difficult 
for the Policy to undertake investigations without 
Infringing the Human Rights Provisions of the Constitution, 
etc. He went so far as to suggest that we should engage a 
private detective.

On Friday the 10th February, FS(C) Shri Jerath and I, 
accompanied by Interpreter went to a place near Gehinkan. We 
were escorted there by Mr. Ishiknwa and Mr, Mikami and later 
on were introduced to three other gentlemen viz. Mr. Tojiraa 
(who claimed to be the owner) , Mr. Kumouchi (an old man who 
gave the certificate) and one Mr. Akihara, 

Mr. Tojima (a medium-sized man of about 50 years) claimed 
that the sa id, image;. had T^een in his possession for over 40 years 
and that he had purchased it in Singapore. Later on he and 
others partly contradicted the claim and vaguely associated it 
with Shri Sub hash Bose. 

Ultimately the image was produced. The image of Buddha 
was about 9 or ID inches in height. It seemed to be of emerald 
though we, of course, could not testify to it 3 value or 
geniuneness. The Buddha head was hollow from inside but was 
appeared to be fairly heavy, 

Shri Jerath and I returned without any commitment and 
promised further consideration. After discussions with 
Ambassador and Counsellor, the undersigned informed Mr. Ishlkawa 
and Mr. Mikami that the Embassy would proceed in the matter 
only through the Government or Japan. 

On i5th February Shri Jerath and I met Mr. Uchida of the 
Gaimusho and requested informally that the matter should be 
investigated. To this the Gaimusho officials agreed. 

Today I handed over a copy of the certificate and a copy 
of the address given by Mr. Mikami to Gaimusho. Later on 
Mr. Kawai accompanied by a plain-clothed detective and pointed 
out the place near Gehinkan where the Image had been shown to 
us. Mr. Kawai had to be sent to the place near Gehinkan 
because the telephone number given by Mr. Xamouchi was wrong 
according to Gaimusho. 

It should also be mentioned that Mr. Uchida and other 
officials of the Gaimusho mentioned that there are likely to 
be two difficulties in the matter viz. 

i) It will be very difficult to take over the image from 
the present possessor in so far as legal proceedings 
by the Government of Jsoan would be necessary. 

ii) Even if the image was recovered, it would be difficult to 
Drove that the present ownership is .illegal and also that 
the image in fact did belong to Shri Subash Bose. 

In view of the above. Ambassador nay kindly consider 
writing to associates of Netal i to obtain further evidence 
in the matter.

As mentioned in an article thereabouts of Japanese 
diamond" in a magazine "Special issue of Bungei-Shunju 1956.2", 
matters regarding diamond were taken up at the Diet may be 
because there are some questions about Netaji's diamond. It 
is surmized from the article that Mr. Tajima might have 
illegally obtained the article. 

It is justice to recover it from the man who got the 
emerald head illegally. 

In the circumstances I submit this photo to His 
Excellency the Ambassador honing that the article in question 
may be returned to India through diplomatic procedures.

A large amount of diamond was procured by Japanese 
Government from the nation during the last war. According 
to a testimony at the Diet in those days by an official 
in charge* the amount of the diamond procured from the 
nation was about 160,000 carats, which is at present kept at 
the Bank of Japan. I cannot, however, agree to the figure 
since there must be about 650,000 carats according to the 
results of my investigation made when I was parliamentary 
vice Minister for International Affairs. In this connection, 
many people were summoned to testify at the Diet after the 
war. I understand GHq (General Headquarters) had delicate 
relations with the diamond issue. Accidentally I came to 
know they had 50 carats of diamond in their custody. Also, 

I know a large amount of diamond was found when a plane 
crashed with Mr, Bose and some Japanese on board. Further, 
many pieces of diamond had scattered at the crashing site 
of a Japanese plane at Mr. Mihara. 

hfcr prayer is that diamond Illegally possessed by 
certain people will come out to the world and returned to the 
original owners. I am sure huge amount of concealed diamond 
will be displayed at show-windows of jewel shops once a law 
authorizing ownership of diamond by the present owners is 
promulgated.

2. Recently a Japanese gentleman named Keizo Takei now employed 
by the Miyoshi Chemical Co. Ltd. whose office is at 8, 1-chome, 
Tamachi, Kanda, Chiyoda-ku, Tolcyo has been coining to the Embassy. 

He claims that he has knowledge of the whereabouts of Subhas Bose's 
treasure which he can identify because he himself did liaison work 
with the INA during the war having, inter alia , trained Indian cadets 
in the INA. 


3. According to him the principal item of Jewellery is an oriental 
emerald weighing 18,400 carats. There are also star sapphires, white 
diamonds and other valuables. These valuables are allegedly deposited 
in the Mitsui Bank by the present holder, a Ik*. Tajima. Mr. Takei 
offers to use his efforts to try to determine if the articles belonged 
to Subhas Chandra Bose and to persuade the present holder that his 
possession of these valuables is illegal and he should transfer them 

to the Embassy. Mr. Takei requests our cooperation and does not 
ask for any remuneration. 

4. Personally we find it difficult to accept Mr. Takei* s story. 

It seems incredible that an emerald of 18,400 carats shoul exist at 
all and, if it exists, should not be an object of interest to all 
collectors, museums and jewellers in the world. Similarly it is 
unlikely that Mr. Takei performed liaison duties with the INA because 
he speaks no language other than Japanese. However, as he is very 
insistent and has left a written statement in Japanese with us we 
feel that we should mention the matter to you in view of the interest 
which the Prime Minister himself took in this subject in 1951. At 
that time, I understand, the matter was dropped because it was 
considered that the publicity which might a ise from any investigation 
would not be worth the value of the property likely to be salvaged. 

Now that we are offered some specific details, I wonder if you would 
like us to oursue it, and indicate how we should proceed. I might 
add that as the information furnished to us by Mr. Takei concerns a 
Japanese national and a Japanese Bank, any enquiries except through 
the agencies of the Japanese Government may be extremely difficult.

He said that he had found a great regard for Netaji in 
Japan (which is true) and several people had promised to 
furnish him material. He also said that the house in which 
Netaji Subhas Bose lived in Calcutta had been converted into 
an international cultural centre which it was also intended to 
be used as a repository of things associated with Netaji. He 
was, however, rather woolly and vague about this. ..hen asked by 
me about the precise nature of the activities of this Centre he 
added that it would be a sort of counterpart of the Indian 
Council of World Affairs. 

Amiya Bose did not say that he had come to find out 
the truth about Netaji's death but when I asked him whether 
e had any views on that controversial subject he merely said 
that there were circumstances indicating that Netaji had been 
preparing to leave for Russia. He could not say whether Netaji 
was alive or dead but he had no hesitation in saying that the 
Enquiry Committee had not done its job properly and that the 
Government of India should have appointed a Committee of 
persons of higher calibre. 

4. A few days before his departure he was entertained to 

lunch by an official of the Gaimusho (Mr . Miyake who used to be 
Counsellor in India) at which our Military Attache was also 
invited. No special significance need be attached to this. 
Gaimusho probably entertained him partly because their Consul 
General in Calcutta had written to them and partly because 
they wished to find out what he had been doing. It is the 
usual practice here for some officers of the Gaimusho to ask 
visiting Indians, even if they are not particularly distinguished, 
to a meal if they have been commended by their Embassy or 
Consuls General in India. 
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5. We have no information about Amiya Bose having 
indulged here in any undesirable activities or expressions 
of opinion adverse to the Government of India or to its 
policies. I attach for your information a copy of a news 
item on him in the Japan Times . 

6. As far as we have been able to ascertain, Amiya Bose 
did not visit the Renkoji Temple.

As I stated in my letter dated November 25, 19bo, 

I am keeping the ashes of Netaji Sbath Chandra Bose single- 
handed with a religionist’s firm belief in so doing. 

During the past 13 years, I have overcome various difficul- 
ties to safe guard the ashes and never forgot due services 
to rest the soul of Netaji. 


as a result of investigations made by a mission which 
was dispatched here by your government in 1956 to inquire 
into the death of the late Chandra nose, the problem of 
Netaji' s ashes safely kept in my temple has come to attract 
much public attention both here and abroad, and this made 
me more prudent in the safe-keeping and protection of the 
ashes. Considering the importance of the problem, I am 
firmly resolved to protect the ashes against any develop- 
ments to maintain the dignity of Netaji' s soul and to safe 
guard his ashea. 

In January 1954, a man you appointed came to my temple 
and read your letter to me. At that time, I expressed my 
desire to get the contribution of a sublime box to contain 
the ashes. He promised me to transmit it to you, but I am 
sorry to say that it has not yet been realized. 

Now, I hope you will allow me to inform you the following 
three points, on which if you kindly let me know your inten- 
tions, 1 would be greatly obliged. 

1. August 18 of this year is the 13th anniversary of 
Netaji' s death. Since it is the most important event for 
my temple, I am planning to hold a solemn memorial service 
with the support of the Japanese Foreign Office, Indian 
Embassy in Japan, Tokyo Metropolitan Government and various 
other organizations concerned to mark the occasion with 
great significance. 


2. If you do not mind, I would like to ask you whether 
your government has decided any measures for the maintenance 
of the dignity and the safe-keeping as well as for the 
return to India of Netaji's ashes. 

3. At the news of your visit to Japan, the Japanese 
people are looking forward to the day with joy. It is 
easily supposed that you will be very busy with official 
arrangements when you visit Japan, but I sincerely hope 
as a religionist that you will visit my temple as a part 

of your official itinerary, or if impossible, unofficially, 
to console the soul of Netaji. 

I have the honour to pray that you will be In good 
health as ever.

Plea 9B refer to you r Top Secret D.O. No. F. 5/2 3/56- T 
dated August 23/24, 1956 and subsequent reminders. I am 
sorry I did not let you know the result of the enquiry which 
was held soon after your letter was received. 

As a result of the enquiry, we decided not to 
conduct any searches. The result of the enquiry by the 
Intelligence Branch revealed the following facts. 

Sunil Krishna Gupta of 25/A Kristo Dass Pal Lane, 
Calcutta, is well educated, possesses considerable cultural 
attainments and is intimately known to the Bose family. All 
the members of Sunil* s family, including his two grown up 
sisters were associated with the political movement in the 
Far Bast sponsored by the late Subhas Chandra Bose. Sunil 
along with A mar Majumdar were superficially connected with 
the affairs of the Netaji enquiry that were being conducted 
by Shri Suresh Bose. So far as the inner matters were 
concerned, Sunil and A mar were never taken into confidence 
by Shri Suresh Bose. Both were mainly engaged in typing 
work, carrying news to the press, calling people, etc. 
According to I.B. report from quarters close to Shri 
Suresh Bose, one of the two youths is even being suspected 
by the inner group for leakage of information and this 
suspected person is probably Sunil himself. 

A highly responsible member of the former Rani 
Jhansl Regiment and a Commander of one of the INA Guerrilla 
Regiments, both of whom were in the confidence of Shri 
Suresh Bose, told our agent that not even a scrap of the 
secret papers of the Government of India had so far come to 
the possession of the inner group of Shri Suresh Bose 0 

I.B. source reported that knowing Shri Suresh Bose 
as he did and from the information received so far, Sunil or 
Amar could not be the custodian of valuable documents

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reported to have been procured by Shri Sure sh Bose or 
any member of his inner group* 

It is reported that Sunil only met Thevar during 


the time that Sunil visited Delhi sometime after the 
members of the Enquiry Committee returned to India from 
Japan, Thereafter Sunil had not met Thevar either in 
Calcutta or elsewhere. 

In view of the facts revealed, we decided not to 
conduct a serach in the house of Sunil Krishna Gupta,

I send herewith for your personal information at this 
stage a copy of the Netaji Enquiry Committee's report. Prime 
Minister has not yet had time to consider it. <e have to 
decide whether it should be released to the public with a 
Government resolution as is sometimes done with reports of this 
kind. An alternative course would be for the Prime Minister 
to place the report on the table of the Parliament with or 
without a short statement. 






2. As you will notice the report is only signed by two 
members, Shah Nawaz Khan and S.N. ifoitra. Moitra has told me 
that the third member, Suresh Chandra Bose, made himself scarce 
after he had agreed to the synopsis for the draft and until the 
date of the submission of the report Suresh Babu could not be 
contacted. We had also reports from our Ambassador in Tokyo, 
Shri B.R. Sen, that Suresh Babu behaved rather queerly when he 
was in Tokyo. For example, he used to meet people without the 
knowledge of the other members of tbe Committee and made a little 
too much of his connection with Netaji. Simultaneously he used 
to pay visits to the Japanese Foreign Office and contact junior 
officers there to explore possibilities of establishing trade 
connections, apparently on his private account, with the 
Japanese. I have a horrible suspicions it is possible that 
Suresh Babu will come out independently with a report of his 

own dissenting from the conclusions in the present report. All 
this is very unfortunate since this difference of opinion among 
the members of the Committee will be utilized by designing people 
to keep up a particular myth either for political considerations 
or from selfish motives. 

3. The Coaxaitteesreport is quite interesting and you might 
find it worthwhile to glance through it. We are printing the 
report and a sufficient number of printed copies will be sent to 
the West Bengal Government after it has been placed on the table 
of the House.

The Committee is now in the final stage of writing out the 
Report. It would be very much appreciated if information on the lines 
suggested above by the Prime Minister could be obtained from the American 
and British Governments. 

During the course of his evidence before the Committee in 
Tokyo, one Col. J.G, Piggess, who is at present employed at the Military 
Attache in the British Embassy in Tokyo, stated that he was in Tokyo in 
September 1945 as a Staff Officer to It. General Gairdner, then Personal 
Representative of the Prime Mini8ter of the TJ.K. attached to General 
M&cArthur, and that he had received orders from either the Headquarters 
of Supreme Allied Commander, S.E. Asia Command, Kandy (Ceylon) or the 
Director of Military Intelligence India, in September 1945 asking him to 
oarry out enquiries in Tokyo and Formosa to ascertain the truth about the 
story of the death of Netaji Subhae Chandra Bose. These enquiries were 
carried out by him through the agency of the Counter Intelligence Corp 
attached to the Headquarters of the S.C.A.P. (General Mac Arthur) in Tokyo,

As desired by the Government, I visited Saigon 
Tor four days, from 30th April to 3rd May, to meet 
the Netajl Enquiry Committee and to give them all 
informations that they wanted and that I could give* 

Having discussed the things with the members 
of the Committee collectively as well as individually 
and having collected some informations about their 
views, I feel that I must inform you about my feelings 
regarding the work of the Committee. I am sorry to 
inform you that I found Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, a 
member of the Committee and brother of Netaji, having 
i a very peculiar way of approach. It was very clear 
from his talks with me that he has gone with pre- 
conceived ideas and is making all possible efforts 
to discredit the work of the Committee itself. * 

I doubt if he is going to sign the Joint 
report. He may, perhaps, submit a separate report 
based on his own fantastic ideas. He is bitterly 
against Sb&h Nawaz. To my greatest surprise, he 
thinks that Shah Nawaz is "a traitor and pro-Pakistani 
*at heart”. Knowing Shah Nawaz well since 1943, it 
is difficult for me to agree with the views of Mr. 
Bose, although he tried to persuade me to agree with 
him. 


I warned him that in Tokyo there were various 
groups of Indians, each having its own axe to grind, 
and that he should not demonstrate his differences 
with Shah Nawaz among the people there. I am afraid 
he may join hands with some such groups to secure 
support for his imaginations and ideas and in order 
to discredit Shah Nawaz and the Committee. He is bent 
upon proving that Netaji is alive and that he will 
come to India at the head of an army in 1957-58. He 
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bases this theory on the predictions of some madcaps 
■called astrologers. 

I also tried to make him realise that suggesting 
that Netaji would invade free India with the help 
of some foreign army would be doing greatest insult 
to the memory of that great patriot. I told him that 
such a suggestion might have been appreciated by 
some people if India, after independence, had gone 
wrong and the situation there had called for another 
revolution to change the order. But, I said, even 
the worst critics would admit that India has done 
remarkably well both nationally as well as inter- 
nationally and today the stock of the Government of 
India is very high at home as well as abroad. Under 
these circumstances, I said, if, unfortunately, some 
Indian, however great and popular, comes to India 
at the head of a foreign army, he would be looked 
upon and treated as the greatest traitor. 

I have mentioned this even in my statement. 

But, it seems, he is blind to all these facts and 
is sticking to his own views. I thought it fit to 
let you know these facts. I feel, it was a wrong 
choice to select such a prejudiced person for such 
an Important Committee. A good unanimous report 
of such a Committee would have successfully removed 
all doubts and misunderstandings in the minds of 
those who still sincerely believe that Netaji is 
alive. I am sorry to find that the inclusion of 
Mr. Bose in this Committee will mar that possibility.

Your telegram No, 44 May 19, Matter has been placed 
before Prime Minister, Wo had made it clear to Committee 
in Delhi that it would not bo practicable or advisable 
for them to visit Formosa, The only possible advantage of 
going there might have been to see entries in hospital 
registers, At that time the hospital was run by the 
Japanese and all the Japanese must have come aWa y. There 
can bo no first hand evidence available there. It is 
conceivable however that some entries in the' hospital 
register might give some further information. Wo would 
like you to suggest to the Committee that you may on th ir 
behalf request the Japanese Government to ask their 
Ambassador in Formosa to be good enough to see the hospital 
entries and secure certified copies, At the Committee’s 
request we had approached U, K, High Commission hero to get 
this information for us but have not had a reply yet. The 
Japanese Ambassador in Formosa would bo in a better position 
to handle this matter than the British who have only a Ci nsul. 

2, Wo have considered the matter agaih and are not in 
favour of the Committee visiting Formosa. Japanese good 
offices may enable Committee to land there but it is 
unlikely that the Formosan Government- will give any facilities. 
In fact they may put obstacles and suggest degrading 
conditions. Apart from "this politically this will be very 
embarrassing for us and might lead to complicating situations. 
If the Committee feel that there may bo some public criticism 
here later they are at liberty to state, if necessary, that 
External Affairs Ministry advised them against a visit to 
Formosa,

In a confidential letter to me today the Netaji 
Enquiry Committee states "the Committee has examined a 
number of witnesses in Japan and feel it would be very 
desirable to pay* a visit to Formosa if it is at all 
possible. The Japanese Foreign Office has been helping 
the Committee in its work in every way and it may be 
presumed that they would be helpful if a proposal for 
Committee’s visit to Formosa is made to them. At a small 
party given by Mr, HATTORIChief of the Asian Desk and others 
of the Foreign Office this matter was brought up informally 
and Kr. HATTORI gave me* to* understand that such a request 
if made to them they would be willing to use their good 
offices with the Taiwan authorities. The Committee has 
another two weeks in Japan and would be obliged if the 
possibility of paying a visit to Formosa is further examined 
to enable than to do so during this time". The position 
appears to be that the Japanese Government will not give 
any definite Undertaking to move in the matter without 
a definite proposal either from the Committee or from the 
Embassy and neither of us can make such a request without 
Government approval in view of HITT’ s letter to the Committee 
18th April, I have today explained to the Committee the 
further deterioration in the relations between India and 
Formosa over Formosa’s disruption of diplomatic relations 
with Egypt but feel that if this approach by the Committee 
is peremptorily dismissed the Committee will have a 
grievance which may make their whole report infructuous in 
the eyes of some sections of our people'. In my view therefor 
the Committee should be permitted to approach Japanese 
Government for their good offices in the matter* even if 
Enbassy keep out of it.

Japanese and Indian nationals 
who could throw light on the 
mystery.

The Crash

I find in the writings and speeches in Calcutta 
on the occasion of the sixtieth birthday anniversary of 
Subhas Chandra Bose the expression of a desire that Radha 
Binod Pal might be included as a Member of the Investiga- 
tion Committee as his inclusion will strengthen the composi- 
tion of the Committee in the eyes of the people of Bengal. 

Radha Binod Pal, as you are aware, enjoys a great 
reputation in Japan for his dissenting note as a Member of 
the War Crimes Tribunal and also generally for his svmpathe- 
tic approach to Japanese problems after the war. 

I have not discussed this matter with anyone here 
either in the Japanese Government or outside. You may 
already have thought about him. If you think inclusion of 
Radha Binod Pal as a Member of the Committee will help to 
satisfy nubile opinion in Bengal, I can see no objection 
whatever from this end.

Shri Jawaharlal Nehru: It is proposed to send three persons, 
one of them being a representative of the West 
Bengal Government, and two others, as we have not 
obtained the permission of those persons, it would 
not perhaps be fair to mention their names. 

Dr. Ram Subhag Singh: May I know whether those persons will 
also be requested to visit Formosa where this 
accident occurred?

To begin with, there are various difficulties 
in the way.

Dear Dr. Roy, 

As the Prime Minister must have told you the 
Government of India have now decided to have an inquiry 
made into the circumstances of Netajl Subhash Chandra 
Bose's death about which some doubt lingers even now 
in the minds of some people. It is our intention to 
send a team of three persons from India to make 
inquiries on the spot in Japan. The Government of 
Japan have promised cooperation in this inquiry. It is 
not likely that permission would be given by the Taiwan 
authorities to the investigating team for Inquiries in 
Taiwan, but on their way to Tokyo the team might halt 
at Saigon and Singapore to make Informal inquiries at 
these two places. We do not envisage an elaborate inquiry 
involving the recording of evidence of a large number of 
witnesses. It will be more in the nature of an informal 
inquiry by the members of the team contacting people who 
may have information in their possession relating to 
, Shri Bosds death. There are papers in the Ministry of 
External Affairs and before the team leaves for Tokyo the 
me miters should assemble In Delhi and look into the papers 
for a week or so. The Prime Minister attaches Importance 
to the inquiry being carried out without too much fuss 
or publicity. This will be impressed on the members of 
the team. 

2. It is the Prime Minister's idea that the investiga- 
ting team should consist of Shri Shah Nawaz Khan, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Railways and Transport as 
Chairman, Shri Suresh Chandra Bose and a senior official, 
preferably of the Government of Bengal. The P rinse Minister 
recorded a note on October 20 that he had spoken on the 
'phone to you about Shri Suresh Chandra Bose. We presume 
that he is agreeable to working on the team. I shall be 
grateful if you will kindly let me know the name of the 
official of the Bengal Government whom you would recoamad 

as the third member. It seems to me that the official 
should have some experience of tracing up clues and sifting 
information received from different sources and piecing 
them together. It would be for you to decide whether the 
official should be an experienced and senior member of the 
Indian Police Service. We feel the important consideration 
to bear in mind is not so much the technical ability of the 
official hut of the confidence which his membership is 
likely to inspire particularly among the Bengal public. 

3. I shall be grateful for an early reply.

Ber.kcji Tcnple in Tokyo » The Indian Embassy wore invited 
to the Service* and several members of the Embassy 
attended. The Ambassador himself was not in Tokyo at 
th« tine, but the First Secretary of the Embassy, who 
represented him, placed a wreath cn his behalf on the 
urn containing the ashes. 

Subsequent ly , the Indian Embassy received an 
invitation for a second Memorial Service a month later, 
on the 18th September, in the same temple. They felt 
that a repetition of the ceremony so soon after the 
first Memorial Service would detract from the solemnity 
of the occasion. This view of the Embassy was conveyed 
to the authorities of the Renkoj i Temple, and they wer e 
told that the Indian Embassy could not properly bo 
expected to attend another Memorial Service after having

nearly 20,000 yen to the Memoij^^L Service either on the 18th 


or on the subsequent occasion? And did they approach or ask 
our Government whether they were willing to make any contri- 
bution also to this Service, and if so, what was t e reacticn 
of our Government to this request or approach of the Japanese 
Government?

Shri Kamath: .The Prime Minister has said that the question with 
regard to the ashes, or the supposed ashes, of Hetaji Subha s 
Chandra Bose is a matter for his family to decide. H e has 
said in the last Parliament on the 9th March 1951, that 
personally he wa s not satisfied that the report presented or 
submitted by Mr. S. A. Iyer, one time member of Netaji’s a rzi 
jiukum t-e-azad Hind , was convincing enough, and therefore 
that wa s not the last word on the subject.

Your telegram No. 6437 21st Sept amber. Second 
memorial service for SCJEHAS CKANDRA* BOSE, Full details 
sent by bag today. Please await same, /briefly a second 
service was held by Renkoji Temple authorities on 18th 
September. Japanese Government having erroneously decided 
against representation at 18th August service changed their 
previous* stand about attendance at a private memorial 
service in Temple and attended this second service. 

Japanese Foreign Office was warned clearly that this 
behaviour of the Temple authorities in holding a second 
service would arouse controversy particularly if Japanese 
Government were represented in any manner specially in 
face of their abstention from the correct* manorial service 
of 18th August. We suspect Japanese are somehow anxious 
for transfer of ashes and have therefore encouraged 
controversial publicity now. Our stand* is that having 
attended the correct 10th anniversary Memorial Service on 
18th August we should not be pressed* into attending another 
service so soon thereafter otherwise Japanese may hold a 
service every month as they have hinted they well might 
just to accentuate controversy and show that India is 
defaulting in taking over the ashes. So far as the Tanple 
authorities are concerned they seem to be looking forward 
to some monetary reward from us for keeping the ashes. 

Would request your clear instructions after you have seen 
our detailed report mentioned above.

No. 6437, There have been reports in newspapers 
here on Memorial Service held for Subha s Chandra 3oso in 
Tokyo last SUnday. The temple ir. which it was held was 
not specifically named but from descriptions it appears 
to be Renkoji temple. 

Ceremony is reported to rave toucued off controversy 
among local Indians over the authenticity of Netaji's ashes 
and some have denounced ceremony which is reported to 
have been attended by only three Indians. Three former 
Japanese Army officials have also joined this controversy 
and testified to fact of Netaji' s death and the authenticity 
of ashes. 

Short Notice question has been asked in the Parliament. 
Surprisingly we have had no report from yon. Last report we 
received from you was in Dor* s letter ilc.F. 5( l)NGO-l, dated 
30th August, 1955 in which he described Memorial Service 
held on' the 13th August In Renkoji temple, “his appears to be 
the second ceremony held in some temple.

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28436 of July 30th , I summarize below the developments 
to-date regarding the memorial service for the late 
Subhas Chander Bose. 


The Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple wherein the 


ashes are being kept met me in details and subsequently the 
Ambassador briefly. He was informed that the Embassy had 
no objection to his idea of a memorial service on August 18, 
1955. He was advised, however, that the memorial service 
should be conducted in an appropriate and dignified manner. 
Apparently the temple management committee members amongst 
whom there are also members of the Diet and of the Municipal 
Assembly sensed the Interest of the Embassy and decided to 
gain political profit thereby. This was discovered when I 
met the Director of the Asian Affairs Bureau and partlcularl 
the Chief of Protocol who was rather worried that we were 
encouraging the temple management committee in collecting 
funds both privately and from the Japanese Government to hav< 
a Japanese styled memorial service. The Japanese style 
memorial service includes besides the brief religious ser- 
vice feasting and distribution of gifts on as lavish a 
scale as is warranted by the circumstances of those who 
sponsor the memorial service. The Director of the Aslan 
Affairs Bureau felt that the Gaimusho should be represented 
at the memorial service but the Chief of Protocol was quite 
clear that it would not be proper for the Japanese Govern- 
ment to be represented at a memorial service unless the 
service was sponsored by either a Diplomatic Mission or the 


Japanese / 


Japanese Government itself. So far as sponsorship by 
the Japanese Government was concerned there was little 
time to put the matter up to the Japanese Government for 
a decision. Also it was unlikely that the Japanese 
Government would in any case agree to holding the service 
in the Renkojl Temple or in any other temple and not 
prefer a non-religious place. The Director of the Aslan 
Affairs Bureau was agreeable, however, to attending the 
service in his private capacity providing the circumstances 
sp warranted. Upon subsequent discussions with the Chief 
Idlest and the temple management committee it was found 
that the temple authorities had Indeed thought of collect- 
ing money and doing publicity which incidentally but 
materially would be of benefit to the Renkojl Temple. 

The Renkojl Temple is not a very popular temple in Tokyo 
being of the Rich Iren Sect which is the minority 
Buddhist Sect In Japan. Keeping these factors in view 
the Chief Priest was advised that the Embassy would not 
be happy if the memorial service was followed by feasting 
and revelry or any undesirable publicity. The Chief 
Priest assured me that he himself was not Interested in 
any money and would ensure that the service was conducted 
*Hn a simple but appropriate manner. He felt, however, 
that a service on a more elaborate scale might be 
conducted later on. 

The temple authorities besides sending a formal 
intimation to us also sent intimations to certain other 
individuals. The Embassy staff was accordingly advised 
to feel free to attend the service. A wreath was sent 
on behalf of the Ambassador and under his Instructions 
and in his absence on tour to the Hokkaido Island I 
attended the service on August 18 th. The Registrar from 
the Trade Section was also present. Amongst the Indians 
there was Mr. S.S. Vlrlk of Malaya, the former I.R.A. 
cadet in Japan and presently studying at Tokyo Universi- 
ty under Japanese scholarship, who took the ashes from 


Mr. Sahay's house to the Renkoji Temple In September, 
1945. Also Mr. Mur thy, the younger brother of the 
•famous' Mr. Murthy who Is supposed to have grown rich 
at the expense of the I.N.A. funds, two Indian visitors 
whose names I do not know and another Indian resident 
in Tokyo but whose family is settled in Ceylon. 

I gathered that the Chief Priest has during the 
past years also held private services on each August 18 
but has not specifically notified any one of the services 
being held and as such the attendance, if any, was by the 
followers of the Nichiren Sect who happened to be visit- 
ing Renkoji Temple at that time. On this occasion such 
stray visitors were apparently confined to the outer 
halls and the corridors during the period of the service. 
Inside the service hall which would normally seat 60 or 
70 persons only 25 persons were present besides the 
temple priests. Amongst them were Lady To jo, wife of 
the late General To jo with her A.D.C., ex-General Kawabe, 
former Supreme Commander of the Burma Area Forces, ex- 
Lt. General Nakamura , former Commander- in-Chief of the 
Slam Area Army, ex-Lt .General Mutaguchl, former Commande 
in-Chief of the North Burma Advanced Army which went 
Imphal and ex-Colonel Fujlwara, who was the Adviser 
Chief to the I.N.A. in Burma and Principal Staff Officer 
of the Southern Area Army. It might be mentioned that 
Lt. General Nakamura and Colonel Fujlwara were taken to 
India during the I.N.A. trials and served imprisonment 
as War Criminals in Singapore. The other three Generals 
served their term as War Criminals in Sugamo in Japan. 

I understand that all of these ex army officers are now 
in private business. I do not know the names of the 
other persons as I was not introduced to them but I 
; spotted two members of the House of Councillors who 
were noticeable on account of their distinctive purple 
colour lapel badges which signified the membership of 
the House of Councillors. 
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T understand that Mr. Majumdar, the present 

President of the Indian Association had initially 

thought of attending the service but desisted from doinj 

so. He was apparently prevailed upon by the few vocal 

members of the Indian community who either do not 

accept the fact of Retaji's death or dislike participa- 
tion in anything connected with Mr. Murthy and Mr.Aiyar, 

The service started just after 3.00 p.m. and 

lasted for slightly less than an hour. The first half 

consisted of prayers in Japanese and the latter half of 

recitation from the Qeeta. There were no speeches on 

this occasion. All present burnt Incense according to 

Japanese Buddhist ritual in front of an altar inside 

the hall. The wooden box containing the ashes was not 

placed on the altar but kept in a different part of the 

hall. I believe that this was done in order to avoid 

any controversy about honouring the ashes which are 

still not accepted by some as genuine and also to avoid 

any feeling that any particular human being was being 

worshipped. I think that the service as such was 

conducted in a simple but very dignified and orderly 

manner. 

After the service I was Introduced to Lady To jo 

and the ex army officers named above. I gathered from 

them that Count Kelzo Shlbusawa grandson of the founder 

of the former Shlbusawg Zalbatsu, presently President

of the ashes. Although two successive Heads of Missior 

in accordance with Government Instructions have asked 

the Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple to continue as 


the custodian of the ashes on behalf of the Embassy 
of India the box containing the ashes bears no seals 
of the Government. Aesthetically the box is not very 
attractive either. There Is no reason perhaps to 
suspect that the Chief Priest would have tampered with 
the contents of the box In any manner as he Is not 
particularly interested in the ashes one way or the 
other. He Is nevertheless a fairly aged gentleman and 
not getting any younger. If y on the other hand y we 
put Government seals on the box now expectations will 
immediately be aroused that Government are likely to 
take over the ashes soon. Also the temple management 
authorities may raise enough fuss thereafter to oblige 
us in donating some money for the temple. I feel 
fairly satisfied that the Chief Priest is a good man 
and speaks sincerely when he states that he Is not 
Interested in making any money out of nis custodianship 
of the ashes. He does say, however, that whatever we 
may give should be for the temple thereby implying an 
expectation, not unreasonable of an eventual donation 
from Government for the temple. It would be best, 
therefore, if whatever donation has to be given is 
given only at one point of time and that too only after 
a final decision has been reached on the disposal of the 
aahes. It might be better, under the circumstances, not 
to put any Government seals on the box containing the 
ashes until a firm decision has been reached about the 
disposition of the ashes themselves. Perhaps these 
things cannot be hurried but If the ashes are accepted 
as genuine It would be desirable to arrange a somewhat 
more appropriate custody thereof than is the case at 
present and at least a more proper receptacle for them.
